All over tbe world jtta aMsata 
and lay brotbaM of the FaMoalat 
order irlU oalebrata the taaat of St. 
Paul of the Croaa oa Friday, April 
M- Bt. Paul of the Croaa waa the 
founder of tb« order, which has 
grown to Kreat proportions aad 
whose priests are noted for their 
elogmiKe and missionary zeal. In 
Louisville the day will hi. appro- 
priately observed at Sacred Heart 
Retreat, Newburi; load. There will 
be a aolemn high mass at 'J o'clock. 
Durlag tbe day the Pa**lonl*t 
Patbers «I1I blaaa rellgloit* artlclea 
and from time to time wMI bleaa 
tbo*e a**ambled with the rallc of St. 
Paul. Catholics from all parte of 
the city and i Dunty will make Sacred 
Heart Retreat a shrine of devotion 
on St. Paul's day. 

St. Paul of the Cross was born In 
C.enoa. Italy, In IfilH. Karly In life 
he was noted for his piety, and 
when he was twenty-sis years old 
he iput on the habit now worn by 
bir followara. The aontane 1* much 
like that worn by aeenlar elargy. 
Over the soutane hang* a heart, su*- 
pended from the neck with a cro** 
above It. A black leather atrap i* 
belted around the walat. In the 
monaateria* tba membera of the 
commiHilty wear aaadato Instead of 
shoes. 

In IT'Jl St. Paul wont to iRome 
to have the ritlea of his order <0B- 
flrmed. Sanction was withheld for 
many years, and meanwhlla the 
young sealot was ordained a priest. 
All obaueles belag at' length re- 
moved, he established the first mon- 
astery of bis order at Argeatera In 
1737. The rules of the congrega- 
tion were confirmed hv Benedict 
XTV. in 1741. Clement XIV. showed 
the fathers marked favors and con- 
ferred on them the house and 
chureh of Sts. John and Paul on the 
Coellau Hlil, Home. There the holy 
founder to«ik up hla abode, and there 
be died ln^77B. After hi* death 
tbe eongregation extended rapidly, 
but for a wbtte only In Italy. Paul'* 
mo*t settled purpose In life wa* the 
conversion of England, but It waa 
not until 1 842 that his followers 
obtained a fooliuK there. The first 
Provincial was U(>v, Father Ignalliis 
Spencer, a conveit from Anglican- 
ism, Now the Passlonlsts have a 
baif-doaub aommunltlea In Great 
BritelB. They also have houoe* In 
tbe Valted Steta*, Belgium, Ana- 
tralla, Roumaaia and Belgium. 

Tbe Ufe of a Paaaionlst la quite 
auatore. They faat three daya la 
every week as well a* observe tbe 
fsst of Lent and Adveat. They wear 
nothinc on their feet save sandals. 
TloM i lse at night to say matins, and 
recite the office in choir at all the 
canonical hours. Besides the vows 
of poverty, chastity and obedience 
th* Paaalonlste take a fourth — fo 
keep alive la the heart* of the faith- 
ful our Lord'a oasalon. Oa tbe day 
of their .profeaaloB they make' a vow 
of perseverance In the congregation. 

The PassioilistB were introduce I 
into the Pnlled States In 1852 by 
the Right Rev. Michael O'Connor, 
Bishop of Pittsburg. The first col- 
ony consisted of three priests and 
one lay brother. The Superior wa* 
Father Anthony Calandrl, who died 
April 27, ISTt. In ISCf the 
Pasalonlats ware enabled to sUrt a 
aaeend beuaa at Dunkirk, In the dio- 
cese of Buffalo. Applications from 
devout American youths were not 
wanting, and in 1801 a third bouaa 
of tbe order was found'd at Ho- 
boken, V. J In 18ti:i the three 
houses were erected Into » Pio\lnce 
with Father Dominic Tarlaitliil as 
Provincial. Later retreats were 
built in Cincinnati, Baltimore. Louis- 
ville, in the archdiocese of St. 
Loula, Chicago and other points. 
Besides the Paaslonlste have founda- 
tions in Mesloo aad Buenos Ayras. 

The method of the Passionlsts in 
conducting missions Is practically 
the same as that followed by other 
nilsHionartes. but the vronilneiu <• 
Klven In their preaching to the mys 
terles of our Lord's passion Is found 
to be singularly effective in rousing 
tile negligent and stimulating th* 
devout to atlll greater feriteur. Tbe

His good humor and alertness 
attracted Mie attention of the late 
William Murpny, formerly Presi- 
dent of tbe Queoa A Cresient rail- 
road. Mr. Murphy brought young 
Cody to Claelaaatl «uid gave him a 
plaea as mm of hla traveUac afaata. 

IB 1898 ba married Mias Amelia 
Ackermann. Boon after his mar- 
riage he was appointed soliciting 
agent for the Senn \ ft Ackerinanu 
Brawing Company. He had business 
ability and made friends wherever 
be went. His thorough knowledge 
of the railroad business caused his 
appointment as traffic manager of 
the Central Conaumers Comiwny. He 
waa a human dyflcmo. Hard work 
had no terrors for him. Bat bla ooa- 
sTItutlon gave way under tbe atrala.

I li» luueral Ol Matlhaw Ulsoti, 
a'l.i died at the home of hi* aon, 
Jusoph Ulsch, 414 We*t Oreea street, 
on Friday of laat weak, took place 
from St, Man^a chareb *b Suaday 
afternoon. The deeaaaed waa bom 
In Oermany elgbty yoara aao, but 
had lived In UaulMrllla more than 
fifty years.

Naat Moaday. d^ril 14, wlU be 
the analToieary of the Mrth of 
Thomas Jefferson, considered the 
founder of the Democratic party. 
Thomas Jefferson was l>orn in AVber- 
niarie county, Virginia, on April 24. 
174,1. His views and writings on 
political subjects have Influenced 
more Am<'i i' .-i n.-^ than those of any 
>ther mini ' • siyed politics. Tlie 
consensus ut public opinion is that 
Thomas Jottersoa as a maa aad aa 
Aaierlean Is In tbe daas with wash- 
tngtoa, Uaooln aad Franklin. He 
waa a contemiporary of Oeorgo Wbab- 
ington aad later aaeeaaded te tbe 
head of the Ualted Statea Oovera- 
oient. 

From his I'liildhood tlie mind of 
rhomas .lefferson assumed a hi);h 
elevation and took a broad and ex- 
pan8lv > view of men and things. He 
was educated at the College of Will- 
iam and Mary, WilllamSbuTg, and 
waa always found at the bead of bla 
claaa. For aaaldulty and untiring la- 
dnatry In the ezploratioo of tbe 
fields of science he had no superior. 
He analyzed every subject that came 
under his invesiiuatlon closely and 
carefully, passim; throiieh the o^pen- 
inj; avenues of literal ure w ith an as- 
tonishing celerity. Hy a thorough 
Investigation of the scicmce of law 
and government .lefferson soon be- 
came prepared to enter upon the 
great theater of public aetloo and 
into tbe aarvioe of bla Injured coun- 
try. 

At the age of twenty-two be was 
elected to the Provincial Legislature 
and commissloneil n Justice of the 
Peace, which gave him an opportu- 
nity of dlssemlnatinc his liberal 
prlncipie« to a i-onsiilerable extent. 
He proclaimed UlmsAlf tbe unyi<4d- 
Ing advocate of equal rights, and 
had engraved upon bis watch seal 
a* hi* motto "Raalatence to tyranto 
la obedience to Ood." By bis elo- 
vaeaee and unanawerable reasoning 
be aooa kindled the flame of oppo- 
sition in old Virginia, which in- 
creaaed a* tyranny advanced: and in 
1769 assumed the shape of a resolu- 
tion offered and ailvocaied by Jef- 
ferson in the Legislature not to "Im- 
port a single article from (ireat 
Britain." The boldneas and flrmne** 
with which he maintained bi* po*i- 
tlon astonlched the adharanto of the 
crown^and gave a treab Intpetus to 
tbe glorious oanae tbea In embryo. 

The plan of organizing commltteea 
of corresi>ondence tbrougli tba col- 
onlos was devised by him in the 
early part of 1773 an<i proved om- 
luentiy useful lu jiroducln^; unity ot 
sentiment and concert oi action 
among tbe ixitriuta. About this time 
he wrote and published "A Sum- 
mary View of the Rights ot British 
America." whlob also set forth tbe 
wrongs maictad upon hla oountry- 
man In bold and glowing color*. 
Thla be addressed to the King in re- 
spectful, but plain and innpressive 
language In the following eloquent 
strain: "Opi u your breast, sire, to 
liberal and expauded thought. it 
behooves you to think and act for 
your iK'Opie. Tho gruat l)rinci'ples of 
right aud wrong are legible to every 
reader; to persuade them needs not 
tbe aid ot many oounsellora. The 
whole art of goverament conslste In 

1 the art of belag boa«at.~

On November 23, 1789, b* re- 
turned to hi* native laad and wa* 
received with great eatbntlaam and 
affection by hla fellow eitlteaa. Soon 
after his arrival he was Induced to 
resign his commlsglon as Minister to 
France and accept the responsible 
situation of Secretary of State under 
PreBldent Washington. Having 
served hi* country long and faith- 
fully, and having contributed largely 
In p^elag her on the high road of 
praaperity aad freedoai, MSumm 
retired fnua pabNe Ufe «n Tlsimstii 
SI, 189S, and for a seaaoa eajoyad 
the more Substantial oomforte of tbe 
domestic circle at Monticello. He 
took special care to bnpart oomfort 
to all around him and treated his 
slaves in the kindest manner, thus 
reduclnc to practice the mode of 
treatment toward them he bad SO 
often alluded to In theory.
